We only know 
about these last three hefty price tags because the Post 
obtained details about the purchases from an EPA staffer. 

So what is Pruitt trying to hide? The aimost-daiiy meetings 
with industry executives uncovered by the Freedom of 
information Act? 

Americans shouidn’t have to foot the biii to cover the costs 
of Pruitt’s paranoia whiie he unraveis our bedrock 
environmentai protections and puts us at risk.
